No ‘Big’ Depression 


All over the riation—the world, too, 
one might well imagine—the economic 
seers are peering into their statistical 
crystal balls; reading the tea leaves and 
those gracefully curving lines of charts 
which, for a good many years now have 
been rising like skyrockets in the velyet 
night of a Fourth of July, Now, the curves 
are showing signs of turning downward. 

Yesterday, Malcolm H. Bryan, presi- 
dent of the Sixth Federal Reserve Bank, 
located in Atlanta, stood before the Rotary 
Club and prophesied. Mr. Bryan is one 
of the better economists. 

He thinks the skyrocket is going to 
turn downward, too—but not too far. To 
most persons econot.iists seem to talk in a 
sort of double-talk Esperanto of their 
own. But Mr. Bryan spoke rather plainly 
for an economist. 

“My guess is,” he said, “that the ad- 
justment in economic affairs downward is 
likely to be somewhat more severe than 
the most optimistic prognosticators say it 
will be. But it will be far less severe than 
a depression or panic.” 

That's really pretty plain. What Mr. 
Bryan is saving is not to pay any attention 
to those who say things are going to be 
just dandy—with the skyrocket going on 
up, or leveling off without dropping. He 
is saying the skyrocket is going to fall. 

But, he says, it won't hit the ground 
and smash into bits the way it did when 
the Republicans last had charge of things. 
To be sure, Mr. Bryan didn't mention Re- 
publicans. He just said we wouldn't have 
@ severe depression or panic such as we 
had had before. That was when the 
skyrocket did hit the ground and the 
Hoover administration left the pieces to 
be picked up. 

The most comforting factor for the 
nonprofessional is the fact that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks are run by men who 
remember the panic and depression which 
began in 1929. And they, least of all, 
want anything like that to happen again. 
So, we can leok forward to more money 
being printed and a return to some more 
inflation when and if the F.R.B. thinks 
the skyrocket has fallen far enough.

Has Reassuring Tone 


President Eisenhower's brief report 
to the American people last night was a 
reassuring sort of address, designed to 
pave the way for his explicit messages to 
Congress. 

In it the President went directly to 
the people, exercising his leadership as 
Chief Executive and drumming up support 
for that leadership for a program he must 
get through’ an electi Congress. 
The most reassuring note of all is the evi- 
dence that the President is now ready and 
willing to lead and if need be to take his 
case to the people. 

The closest thing to an explicit prom- 
ise in his otherwise rather general address 
was the President's pledge that the gov- 
ernment will use every “pro; 
maintain a prosperous economy. He thus 
supports the views of Malcolm Bryan, 
president of the Sixth Federal Reserve 
Bank, discussed in today’s lead editorial, 
that no major depression is in the offing. 

At any rate, the President has laid the 
groundwork for what promises to be a 
turbulent and interesting vear on the na- 
tional scene. He will spell out his pro- 
gram, chapter and verse, in his State of 
the Union message Thursday and in his 
budget message to follow.

The recommendation is splendid. It 
should be carried out. 

Finally, the grand jury touched the 
traffic problem with a recommendation 
that multi-axle trucks be banned from 
residential streets. Here is another recom- 
mendation of a regulation obviously and 
urgently needed in Greater Atlanta. 

Solving the truck problem to the com- 
plete satisfaction of everyone will be vir-

The South’s Comeback 
Is Due to Hard Work 


With all this envious talk about in- 
dustry moving South, some of us may be- 
gin to feel like robbers or bandits. We 
need not féel that way because you can- 
not forever keep down a dynamic people 
possessing great resources. 

One of the major reasons can be 
found, not in wage scales or other factors, 
but in the greater output per citizen. 

Les M. Taylor, vice president of the 
Mississippi Power and Light Company, 
recently reported that the South has out- 
stripped other regions in almost every 
field of economic progress in the past few 
years despite the fact that the population 
of the South, relative to that of the na- 
tion, is still declining. 

Even though the population § in- 
creased from 45,000,000 to more than 50,- 
000,000 during the 1940-1950 decade, the 
percentage of the national total decreased 
from about 34 per cent to about 33.5 per 
cent during the period. Despite this rela- 
tive decrease in working force, the South 
enjoyed a 376 per cent increase in manu- 
facturing sales volume compared with a 
330 per cent gain for the nation. 

These facts demonstrate, as Mr. Tay- 


lor points out, that the economic progress. 


of an area depends, not on the number, 
but on the productivity of its people. 

The South definitely is out of the eco- 
nomic doldrums but it is not due to some 
benevolent white father nor to stealing 
other people's property. Its comeback is 
due to the willingness of its people to 
work.

It has slipped up on us who are 
not military experts until suddenly 
we get the impression that maybe 
we are at the threshold of the ac- 
ceptance of some sort of atomic 
weapons as part of our arsenal. 

Maybe this is naive; but the 
idea does smack the novitiate in 
the face as a possible revolution- 
ary change of policy. We have, 
of course, come to accept almost 
as routine the making of atomic 
and hydrogen bombs and cannon 
and and the like. But 
there certainly has been a feeling 
among many people that atomic 
bombs and weapoas were some- 
how in the forbidden category, as 
poison gas and germs have been 
recognized now for some years. 

This seems a rather important 
question for the nation which, once 
again and boldly, has asked Rus- 
sia and the rest of the world to 
make a start on control of atomic 
weapons through the “bank” of 
fissionable material for peaceful 
purposes.

Ike’s Wordy Speech 
Wasn'tToo Effective 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower is such 
a sincere and conscientious man that it is too 
bad his speech on television failed to gain for 
him the maximum effect which he deserved to get. 


A friend told me about a certain 
dairyman who objected to having 
his cows inspected for tuberculosis 
and ran the inspector off with a 
shotgun. In justification of himself 
he said, “I am a free man and 
no government is going to tell me 
how to run my business.”’ He for- 
got something. He forgot that his 
freedom to sell milk ends where 
the right of other people to health 
begins. 

Really, the only freedom comes 
from obedience to the law. When 
a master musician sits before the 
keyboard of a piano, his hands 
move over the keys with utter 
freedom. Also, one who knows 
nothing about music might let his 
hands move over the same key- 
board with freedom. 


But the musician produces har- 
mony while the other produces 
only discord. What makes the dif- 
ference? One understands the laws 
of music and obeys them. He is 
not exercising freedom from the 
law, but within the law. 

The only real freedom comes 
from God. We have freedom only 
when we become bound by His 
will and His laws for life. 


This is because 


his speech writers evidently haven't learned the difference between 
words written for the eye and those prepared for the ear. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and his successor, Harry Truman, both 


had the benefit of experts in 
short-sentence technique, who 
used simple, striking words that 
the average man could readily 
grasp over the radio. But Mr. 
Eisenhower's address of Monday 
nicht was one of his poorest. 

The total impression, of course, 
will be on the favorable side. The 
listener or observer probably 
at least, the spirit of the 
President's promise to use gov- 
ernmental power to help the aver- 
age man. That's a big pledge, of 
course, but is not unusual nowa- 
days and politically it has become 
the customary thing to promise in 
this social-wetfare age. 

Many of the sentences of the 
address, however, were ponder- 
ous and clumsy. 

Not long ago Professor Rudolf 
Flesch of New York University 
wrote some textbooks in which 
he rated spoken words on the 
basis of their appeal to persons 
of different educational levels, 
He showed how, without talking 
down to people, words can be 
used that can he understood by 
lots more persons. Here are some 
examples. The President said: 

‘The fantastic paradox of farm 
prices, on a toboggan slide, while

caucnt, 


living costs soared skyward, has 
ceased,”’ 

That’s a bit difficult to grasp by 
ear. It would have been better to 
have said: ‘‘Farm prices have 
stopped falling. The cost of living 
is no longer going up.” 

Another point made by the 
President was worded this way: 

‘Tax reductions which go inte 
effect this month have been made 
financially feasible by substane 
tial reductions in expenditures.’ 

It could have been phrased for 
the ear this way: 

“We are cutting down your 
taxes beginning this month. We 
couldn’t have done this if we 
hadn’t cut down government 
expenses,”’ 

The average man doesn’t like 
to. try to guess what “financially 
feasible’. means. He wants to 
know if taxes are coming down 
and he understands that, if you 
first cut expenses, you can then 
cut taxes, 

It's just too bad that Mr. Eisene 
hower doesn't have a_ better 
speech-writing staff — there are 
dozens of experts in the television 
companies who would gladly have 
translated his address into cone

storage tanks and preventing him 
from turning off the valves to 
the tanks. 

Police held back thousands of 
spectators a block from the area 
as firemen manned hoses within 
50 feet of the roaring fire. Multi- 
colored flames, mostly blue from 
the gas, shot hundreds of feet 
high. Even when there were no 
explosions, the area trembled 
from the rumbling gas fire. 

Firemen from eight companies 
under Asst. Fire Chief J. W. 
Carpenter covered the fire with 
streams of water from both sides 
gf the yard and brought it under 
contro] about 8:15 p.m. 

They kept steady streams of 
water on the tank cars to keep 
them as cool as possible and pre- 
vent more explosions. 

Carpenter said there were 
about 12 or 14 explosions after 
firemen arrived on the scene. 

Patrolmen W. M. Taylor and 
C. L. Queen, who were patrolling 
in the vicinity when the fire broke 


out, said there were six explo 
sions before firemen arrived. 
The blasts ripped open small 


storage tanks and sent pieces of 
metal flying across the railroad 
and Boulevard. No oné was hit

About 35,000 copies of the book 
were sold. It was the selection of 
the Family Bookshelf, and it won) 
the Florida Library Association 
award as ‘‘the most distinctive 
first literary achievement’’ of the | 
year. The book is now in its third 
printing, and it has been purchased 
by Reader's Digest for short-form 
publication. 

Mrs. White encouraged the love 
of music in her two sons. The one 
who was killed at 23 was a pianist 
and a composer. The other, Chap- 
pell White, is a member of the 
fine arts department, Atlanta Divi- 
sion, University of Georgia, and/| 
plays the viola in the Atlanta'| 
Symphony Orchestra. Her daugh- | 
ter-in-law. whose professional name 
is Emanuelina Pizzuto, is a con- 
cert pianist and head of the music|
